“JUST FOR FOUN.” 


Plainfield, N. J., firemen Arrested for In- 
cendiarism—A Startling Exposure. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., August 29.—The seven 
cells in che city prison were occupied all day 
yesterday and last night by seven members of 
the Plainfield Volunteer Fire Department: 
Theodore Van Ness, Lewis Van 
Ness, Horace Van Ness, George 
Reed, Philip Hapenny,. Robert Skinner and 
John Jackson, The prisoners were arrested 
between 2and 4 o’clock yesterday morning, 
accused of having been the originators of the 
hundred or more incendiary fires that have 
taken place inthe city during the last ten or 
twelve years. About a year ago so numerous 
did the fires become that the Board 
of Fire Underwriters of New York sent two 
Pinkerton detectives to Plainfield to ferret out 
the culprits. Four months afterward the 
Common Council offered a reward of $1,000 for 
the capture and conviction of the guilty per- 
sons. Then the Police Committee of the 
Council employed Edward Murphy to run 
down the incendiaries. Mr. Murpby’s frst 
move was to secure 4 job in 
the Scott Printing-Press Works. Then 
he made himself solid with several of 


the boys employed there and was introdaced 
by themto friends in the fire department, 
where Mr. Murphy suspected the culprits 
would be found. Wednesday night being 
pay night at the factory, all the boys would be 
on hand at Fred Casper’s beer-bottling estab- 
lishment and saloonon Second street, and 
there they would meetthe fire laddies and 
with them spend the night. A peculiarity of 
these Wednesday night meetings was that 
there would almost invariably be an alarm of 
fire about midnight and the engines would be 
called out. Everybody in Casper’s would 
RUN TO THE FIRE, 

have a good time and then return to their 
stam ping-ground and drink the beer that patri- 
otic citizens would set up. Murphy proved him- 
self a hale fellow well met and it was not long 
before he was elected a member of Engine 
Company No. 2, whose house isin Front street, 
near Grove. He was soon admitted to all the 
secrets of the company and in less than a 
month he was convinced that a majority of the 
fires were started by members of the company 
just for the fun of the thing. Hecommuni- 
cated what he had learned to Chairman Carey of 
the Police Committee, and it was decided to 
set a trap for one of the firemen and capture 
him in the act of setting fire to a building. 
The result, it is said, was even better than 
had been expected. John Jackson, a member 
of Company No.1, was the man selected to 
work upon.

TERRIBLE DEATH OF A YOUNG ENGINEER. 
AT THE ALLERTON HOUSE. 


James Murphy, in a Drunken Stupor, 
Plunges Down Fifty Feet and Dashes His 
Brains Out on the Pavement—A Stabbing 
Affray With Jealousy at the Bottom of It 
Notes. 


James Murphy, the engineer at the Allerton 
House, while in a stupid condition from drink 
stepped out of a third story window at an 
early hour this morning and landing on his 
head was instantly killed. Murphy attended 
a dance at O’Oonnell & Fox’ Hall in 
„Whisky Obute’’ last night, and drank 
freely. About 10 o’clock he found that his 
gold watch and 5 in money 
hed deen extracted from his pocket 
and he notified the proprietors 
of his loss. A telephone message was sent to 
the police-station and the hoodlum wagon 
was sent out. Murphy pointed out two men 
named ©. B. Herold and John Mahoney as 
the men who, he believed, had robbed him. 
They were placed under arrest and were 
driven to the station, Murphy also going 
along. When the prisoners were 
brought into the station, searched, 
and neither the watch nor money found 
on them Murphy was asked whether he would 
prosecute them, and when he answered nega- 
tively the men were released. Murphy then 
started to go home, but stopped at several 
saloons on the way and had drinks served to 
him. It was after midnight when he finally 
reached the Allerton House. He went 
to his room and slept until 
about 4 o’clock this morning when the 
night watehman rapped at his door, awakened 
him and told him the fires were all ready. 
Murphy replied that he would get up imme- 
diately. When he did not make his appear- 
ance down stairs in about twenty minutes, the 
watchman thinking that be bad fallen aslee 
again, went to his room once more an 
called him. Receiving no response he 
entered and was astonished to find 
that Murphy was not there, although his 
clothes were still hanging over the chair. He 
went to the window and looking out beheld 
the form of the engineer on the ground about 
fifty feet below. e hastened down and when 
he reached the body a horrible sight met his 
view. The engineer was lying on his side and 
from his skull, which was masbed into 
a jelly, the brains were oozing. He had un- 
doubtedly struck squarely on his head. A tel- 
ephone message was sent to the police sta- 
tion, and an ambulance from Kurrus’ under- 
taking establishment was sent up and the 
body brow ht down to that place, where Oor- 
oner W s held an inquest to-day. 
WAS IT A SUICIDE. 

The evidence taken at the inquest went 
strongly to show that the death was a case of 
suicide. At ret it was not at all doubted that 
the death was an accident, but the later de- 
velopments pointed 80 — to suicide that 
the latter theory was universally adopted this 
afternoon. 

Murphy was about 55 years of age, 
and ofore he obtained a osition as 
engineer at the ‘Allerton ouse was 
engineer at the beef-canning estab- 
lishment at the stock-yards, He had no rela- 
tives residing here, but has a brother living in 
Upper Alton, who was notified of his unfort- 
unate end.

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PLACED ON A DYING MAN’S HANDS AFTER 
HE WAS ASSAULTED. 


Sensational Testimony in the Inquiry Into 
the Killing of Robert Welch at Canty’s 
Saloon in East St. Louis—Carious Sur- 
roundings Amid Which the Inquest Was 
Held—The Three Prisoners Suspected of 
the Crime—1 It a Cold-Blooded Murder? 


The inquest on the body of Robert Welch, 
the St. Louis teamster who died Saturday at- 
ternoon at his residence, No. 1812 Elliott av- 
enue, from the effects of two blows which he 
received in Tom Canty’s saloon in East St. 
Louis Thursday afternoon, was begun this 


morning by Coroner Woods, in the 
undertaking room of J. <A. Kurrus, 
in East St. Louis. The surroundings 


were well calculated to deeply impress those 
in attendance. Such a large crowd had as- 
sembled to hear the testimony that it was 
found necessary to station two police officers 
at the door to exclude all persons who wished 
to attend merely to gratify their morbid curi- 


osity. Notwithstanding the strict exclu- 
sion of all people of the class 
mentionea, the room was well 


crowded and owing to a scarcity of chairs cof- 
fin boxes were used for seats while the clerk 
of the jury and reporters, for want of a better 
place, were forced to do their writing on the 
shroud case. The post-mortem examination, 
which was made by Drs. Lemen and Garlock 
of St. Louis and Drs. Hudson and Winton of 
East St. Louis took up about an hour and it was 
about llo’clock when the Coroner started to 
take testimony. The first witness called was 
DR. J. L. LEMEN 
of 2287 Lucas avenue, St. Louis. Hesaid: ‘‘I 
received a telephone message about 9 o’clock 
Friday night to call and see deceased. I found 
him unconscious. Iwas told he had been in- 
jured, and lexamined his head. I asked when 
he had been injured, and a member of the 
family informed me that he had been hurt the 


night before. Ifoundacutin the right side 
of forehead extending down to the bone which 
I ascertained had been fractured. I found an- 
other cut under his jaw on the right side. He 
was also bruised over the right ear, but 
the scalp was not opened at that point. 
linformed the family that his injuries were 
very serious. I dressed the wound and told 
them that the fracture would neoessitate an 
elevation of the fractured bone. Dr. Garlock 
andI held a consultation next morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock and we concluded to 
operate immediately. With a trephine I took 
out the button bone and elevated the de- 
Pressed portion. I last saw him about 11 
Oo clock Saturday night. I assisted at the post- 
mortem and found jthat a large amount of 


blood had accumulated on the brain. 
I found, also, that what had = 
peared to be a bruise over the right 


ear was in reality a fracture of a portion of 
the temporal bone, and found that the brain 
substance had been ruptured. I don’t think 
it was possible for him to recover. 

When questioned by State’s-Attorney Holder 
Dr. Leman said that the fractures were en- 
tirely separate and had undoubtedly been 
caused by separate blows. In his opinion the 
wound on the forehead was inflicted with a 
dull, cutting instrument, and the one over the 
right ear by a blunt instrument. 

DR. 8. E. GARLOCK 
of 8019 Easton avenue, St. Louis, was next 
called. His testimony was in substance the 
same as Dr. Lemen’s. Hehad been called 
Saturday morning to assist in a consultation 
with Dr. Lemen and after an examination of 
the man’s injuries they decided on the 
operation which Dr. Lemen described 
He thought the blow over the right ear was 
— — which was the immediate cause of 
eath. 

The widow of the deceased was next called. 

She gave her name as 


MARY WELCH, 
and her residence at 1812 Elliot avenue, St. 
Louis. She said: My husband left home about 
7 o’clock Thursday morning. He was brought 
home about 8o’clock the same evening by a 


man named McGuire and another poe un- 
known to me, but whom believe 
to be Tom Canty. I spoke to my 
husband but he was unconscious. The 


stranger told me that my husband had been 
arrested in East St. Louis for not having a 
license, and that he had gone on his bond and 
had him released. He told me also that 


my husband had sustained his injury 
by falling from his wagon. He died 
about 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 


and made no statement to me before his death 
except to say that he had been hit. Idid not 
learn from him by whom he had been struck. 
At the conclusion of Mrs. Welch’s testimonv 
the inquest was adjourned until 1:30this af- 
ternoon. 

THF ACCUSED. 

John Griffin, Tom Canty and Pat Lynch, the 
three men arrested and charged with the mur- 
der, were not brought down from Belleville, 
where they are confined in the County Jail, to 
be present atthe inquest, as they were not 
desirous of making statements until the 
A. r hearing. It has been ascertained 

y Chief of Police Walsh that Griffin is the 
man who was the principal in the assault on 
Welch, and testimony will be adduced to that 
effect, but whether Canty or Lynch assisted 
him is not positively known. Chief Walsh 
states that Canty, shortly after his arrest 
Saturda night, told him that Griffin had 
struck Welch in the forehead with a beer glass, 
but denied having taken any part in the 
assault himself. 

Several parties who were called into the 
saloon by Canty just after the occurrence, will 
testify that when they saw Welch he had a 
pair of brass knuckles on, but it is reported 
that other testimony will be brought out to 
show that the knuckles were put on Welch’s 
hands by his assailants. From present ap- 
pearances it looks asifit will go hard with 
Griffin, and Ganty may have trouble in clearing 
hypseltf of blame.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 29.—A well- 
known citizen of this city, who chanced to 
take an interest in the pending court- martial 
of Lieut. Julius H. Weber of the Signal Corps, 
thus describes his efforts to secure a little in- 
formation with regard to the charges in the 
| case from the officials of the ‘‘circumlocution 
oftice’’ of the War Department: 

Regarding disobedience of orders and neg- 
lect of duty as rather vague and indefinite 
terms, I spent several hours this morning in 
the endeavor to secure the specific charges 
under which Lieut. Weber is to be tried. The 
etiquette of the department is very strict. The 
subordinates resent any attempt to go over 
their heads in matters relating to 
their duties, and the chief officers are equally 
punctilious in jnsisting that allinquiries shall 
first be submitted to them. Between the 
Scylia on the one side and the Charydis on the 
other, those who seek for reliable information 
must steer a careful course. The matter being 
of insufficient importance to be brought to the 
attention of the Secretary of War, I entered 
the waiting room of the chief clerk. A clerk in 
his shirt sleeves glanced up at me from a large 
book, in which he was writing, long enough to 
remark, ‘‘Mr. Tweedale is not in; see his 
assistant, nodding toward an open door. But 
Mr. Tweedale’s assistant also was out, and I 
ventured to explain the nature of my errand 
to the clerk, who listened without looking 
up from bis book, and then ejaculated, ‘‘Try 
the Adjutant-General.’’ 

I tried the Adjutant-General, first sending in 
my card and cooling my heels inthe hall out- 
side for twenty minutes. That official was 
fortified behind a large desk piled high with 
books and papers. 

Those matters do not reach me, said he, 
when I had explained the object of my search, 
‘*step across the hall and see my chiet clerk.’ 

CALL ELSEWHERE. 

The Adjutant-General’s chief clerk is a tall, 
spare man, who evidently wastes no breath 
in talking, for when I bad told him the 
nature of my business he dived into a 
pigeon hole and brought out a slipof paper 
on which was printed: Mr. Brinkerhoff, room 
121, at the same time pointing to the door. I 
‘took the hint and the slip of paper, and found 
myself once more in the corridors. Up a 
flight of stairs this time to roof 121. Mr. 
Brinkerhoff was in, but un communicative. 

‘*IT have no authority to give out such infor- 
mation without a written order from the 
Adjutant-General,’’ he said.

FOUR DEEP WOUNDS. 


Show How Savagely Kansas Annie“ Used 
Her Dirk Knife. 


Dr. Frank J. Lutz heid a post-mortem on 


the remains of the dead Knight 
woman killed in Saturday’s fight 
with Kansas Annie at Sixth and 


Elm sts., and submitted his report to Coroner 
Frazer to-day. He found four incised wounds, 
with clear cut edges as follows, showing 
how savagely the knife had been used: 

First, on the fore-arm midway between the 


wrist and elbow, a cut three and a 
half inches long, extending through 
the skin and exposin the ulna vein; 


second, a cut one inch and a halt in length on 
the left shoulder in front of the clavicle, 
not woundin any blood-vessel; third 
a cut on the right shoulder three-quarters of 
an ine long, clear cut, but not sever- 
ing large vessel; the fourth 
cut, the one that did the work, 
was situated about aninch from the median 
line of the sternum, enetrating the 
pericardium and opening the left 
pleural cavity. The conclusion of the post- 
mortem is that the woman came to her death 
from a hemorrhage, caused by a penetrating 
wound of the right ventricle.

OTHER RAILROADS INDIGNANT ABOUT THE 
MISSOURI PACIFIC SUBSCRIPTION. 


Changes to Be Made in the Line of the 
Parade—A Committee Will Examine the 
Proposed Route This*Afternoon—Pros- 
pects of Tuttleism During the Encamp- 
ment—Headquarters of the State Depart- 
ments—Women’s Relief Corps Head- 
quarters—Kentucky’s Representatives in 
the City—Grand Army Gossip. 


There is a little flurry just now disturbing 
the usual serenity of the G. A. R. Finance 
Committee. It has leaked out and the result 
of the affair is awaited with interest. The 
ripple is in the railroad end ot 
the committee. When subscription were 
called for nearly all the roads 
in St. Louis business subscribed to the enter- 
tainmentfund. Five of them gave subscrip- 
tions of 51. 000 each. They were the Chicago 
& Alton, Frisco, Missouri Pacific, Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe and Chicago, Burlington & 


Quincy. 
The Vandalia gave $750, the Wabash 
Western $750, the 0. & M. $500, 


andsoondown. Thetrouble arose over the 
Missouri Pacific subscription. The road hav- 
ing an enormous system reaching into the 
West and Southwest and tapping the 


four other roads without halt of its advantages 
give the same amount. The ’Frisco only runs 
to the south where G. A. R. business cannot 
help but be small and the Atchison does not 
run into St. Louis at all and the C., B. & C. 
has only a running arrangement with the 
Wabash. 

The Chicago & Alton’s subscription was 
given among the first, and when the Missouri 
Pacific came in with only the same amount, 
Mr. Fred A. Wann of the C. & A., who is also 


a member of the committee, kicked 
ae vigorously, and there is said to have 
een an interesting conversation between 
Mr. Wann and General Manager Clark of 
the Missouri Pacific. Mr. Wann told Mr. Clark 
thatas a representative of the citizens of St. 
Louis, who turned over 45 per cent of 
their business to the Missouri Pacific, 
he was not in favor of accept- 
ing such a paltry sum as $1,000 from 
the Missouri Pacific system. He said that the 
C. & A., was called a Chicago road by the St. 
Louis papers, that he did not admit the fact, 
because the road did as much for St. Louis as 
any other city and always subscribed 
as much if not more for public objects 
than the Missouri Pacific, and with 
not nearly equal advantages for G. A. R. busi- 
ness the road gave as much this time. Other 
roads did the same and he didn’t think it was 
right. As a member of the committee, he 
asked for $8,000 from the road, and would not 
take less than $2,500. Mr. Wann then 
said that the O. & A. check 
for $1,000 was drawn and ready for payment, 


but he would not pay it unless the Missouri 
Pacific doubled the amount, and if 
the committee would return the 


Missouri Pacific check for 51, 000 his road 
would make good the amount. The Missouri 
Pacific has not yet doubled the amount of its 
— and Mr. Wann still holds his 
check. 

Chalrman Sampson said to-day that he did 
not know anything about any trouble over the 
railroad subscriptions and that he had only 
heard of some remarks of the kind mentioned 
attributed to Mr. Wann. He said that 
while some corporations and individuals 
did not subscribe as much as they should they 
had the right to do as they pleased, and the 
committee had to take what was given it. 


Route of the Parade. 

The route of the Grand Army procession 
will be changed. At the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Executive Committee, Saturday evening, 
objections were raised to the selection of 


streets for the formation of the pro- 
cession. It had been proposed to 
use Wash, Carrand Biddle streets, andthe 


streets north of them, west of Fourth street, 
for the formation. The objection raised to 


these was that they were inhabited bya low 
class of people and that the vet- 
erans, who would be obliged to 


stand onthem for an houror two,would not 
et a very good idea of the people of St. 
uis. Then objections were raised to the 
length of the parade. It was sug- 
gested in this paper when the line of march 
was extended to Chouteau avenue, it was 
thought necessary by some that a piece be cut 
off the western end of the route.

thought a bad Indian was biood-thirstiness 
personified; that an Indian war meant river, 
of gore and a spectacie of stréuked demons 
an fringed fiends shooting daylight 
through each other and plunging 
huge knives into each other’s hearts 
with a scalping picnic always to follow thi 
1 entertainment. I regarded ay 
lan on the war-path as a morose, unap- 
proachable sort of fellow who never said any. 
thing but what he meant, and did most of tis 
talking with a knife, club or gun, and I looked 
upon a cowboy as very much the same kind of 


cuss.

mate acquaintance with border life and the 
character of the Indian and cowboy, estab.

which is now engaged in issuing a series of 
books entitled, ‘‘Half an Hour with Noted 
Characters and Stirring Events. When 1 
heard of the impen@ing Indian war in Colo. 
rado I regarded it as a lucky stroke of fortune 
and prepared to dish it up in graphic style for 
the readers of the series. 1 wrote the intro- 
duction tothe series atonce. It commenced: 
One of the bloodiest wars that ever stained 
with crimson gore the record of the border, 
and which added to the list of the fearless 
hearts which are stilled in death by the treach- 
erous knife or the cowardly bullet of red 
fiends tbe names of scores of gallant men, te. 

lalso engaged a special artist and had cuts 
made ofthe principal actors in the war with 
scenes of the most importance, as thought 
they would certainly take place. Then 
in order that I might have the 
advantage of inside information ot

When he saw Smith be grunted hoarsely, and 
remarking, ‘Me no like cowboy bullets; go 
too fast. mph!’ wentinto his wigwam.’’ 
*‘GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Colo.—Sheriff Hen- 
dall, witha posse of forty men, started this 
morning to hunt for the Utes who are said to 
be camped on the mountain side. There Is 
not a drop of whisky left in Meeker. Wii! 
join Kendall as soon as possible. Later 
reports say that Kendall has only ten men 
and is surrounded by Colorow, who holds 
‘them, so tight that itjis believed they cannot 
ethome unless aid is sent at once. Tom 
lowhard came in last night and verifies the 
report that Colorow is on the warpath. He 


says e saw Colorow § sitting on a 
barbed-wire fence ing a new 
knife on a post. he wil old 


chief was laughing to i himsel and 
called to Tom to stop a minute, but Tom is 
sure he saw some heads behind the stamps in 
the field and lit out for home. From Colorow’'s 
look Tom believed he had fully 000 fighting 
men within call. Later reports, however, put 
the number at 200, and even this estimate is 
thought to be high, as there are hardly that 
many Indians in this section.’’ 

‘‘GLENWOOD SPRINGs, Colo.—Jim_ Killem 
went to a dance last night at Toby’sranch. It 
lasted nearly all nightand as he was return- 
ing he is sure he saw at least 600 Indians in the 
brush. The night was pitch dark and they 
took after him with fiendish yelis. He ran as 
fast as he couid until be fell 
in a ditch where be was un- 
able to get his bearings, and so 
he slept there until this morning, when with 
the help of several friends he reached home 
and wentto bed. He says as far as he can 
make out the Indians were fully equipped with 

ns, rifles, cannon, tomahawks, knives, pis- 

ls and revolvers, and they fired at him con- 
tinuously until he fell in the ditch. This 
roves that Colorow is still hovering around 
eeker and that Kendall is on the wrong trail. 
A request has been sent to the United States 
War Department for troops. When they come 
it is believed that Colorow will retire and give 
upthefight. The troops, by fast marching, 
can reach here next year. 

These reports were all right and showed 
that Colorow meant business and that there 
would be fun sometime, but they did not enter 
sufficiently into the details of the actual fight- 
ing sol wired my correspondent for full ac- 
counts of engagements in response to which 
he sent me the following dispatch:

CLEVELAND AND HILL. 


The New York Sun Indignant Over an Al- 
leged Combination. 


New Tonk, August 29.—The Sun of this 
morning contains this double - leaded editorial: 
„Has this occurred to the political propbets 
who have been figuring lately with such satis- 
faction on nominating, in 1888, Grover 
Cleveland for President and David Bennet Hill 
for Governor of New York, Hill’s strength being 
relied on to counteract Cleveland’s weakness? 


If this programme should be adopted, Gov. 
Ini would be first of all and more conspicu- 
ously than any other candidate for Governor 
ever nominated, the nominee of the Adminis- 
tration, chosen at its dictation, regardless of 
the preferences of the Democratic party of 
New York for other plans. In r 

uch a position his own prestige woul 
‘be overshadowed by the fact that 
he had been coerced or drawn into 
‘the Gubernatorial canvass through the 
manipulations of the Federal power. The last 
time a candidate for Governor of New York 
Was nominated by the Administration at 
Washington, he was defeated by a majority of 
nearly 200,000. The natural relation of Gov. 
Hill toward the Democracy to-day is that of a 

owerful candidate for the Presidential nom- 
nation. He has twice been Governor of New 
York. After his successful administrations 
the residency would be his legitimate am- 
dition. But if by the weight of the Admin- 
istration he is to be made to 
serve as a mere pillar to restore the enfeebled 
strength of the Democratic party for the bene- 
fit of Mr. Cleveland, his present political dis- 
tinction will be entirely subordinated to his 
character as the Administration candidate. A 
little reflection upon this proposed combina- 
tion from the pointof view here indicated,may 
make ita little less lovelyfor the Democrats 
in Washington who wish to ride over the 
Democrats in New York.’’

THE FISH COMMISSION. 


President Cleveland Desires an Investiga- 
tion of Its Finances. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-DIsparer. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., August 29.—The report 
was current here yesterday that the President 
had indicated to Judge McCue his desire that 
the finances of the Fish Commission should be 
subjected toa rigorous investigation at as early 
a date as possible. An official, well 
informed as to the affairs of the commission, 
said to the POST-DISPATCH Correspondent: 


‘*The Fish Commission has been under fire 
for the past two years, and there has been 
more or less reason for the attacks made upon 
it. Prof. Baird wastoo deeply engrossed in 
the scientific investigations which he pursued 
with such success to devote much time to the 
practical business details of the Bureau. I am 
confident that an investigation would 
develop the fact that very loose 
methods bave prevailed with regard to the 
administration of the finances of the commis- 
sion and the application of the several funds 
which make up the annual appropriation. 
With regard to the 1 gy Anal of Judge 
McCue I do not see how the Senate can possi- 
bly confirm him. The law authorizing the ap- 
pointment is very explicit in deciaring that 
the incumbent be a scientist with approved 
practical and scientific knowledge of the 
fishes of the coast. Judge McCue may be able 
to distinguish between a cod and a flounder, 
butI think that is the extent of his knowl- 
edge on the subject.

A DARING FEAT. 


C. A. Perey Crosses the Niagara Rapids in a 
Life Boat.. 


NIAGARA Fats, N. T., August 29.—0. A. 
Percy, a young man who works in a wagon 


‘shop here, made a trip yesterday afternoon, 


through the Niagara rapids and whirlpool in a 
life-saving craft of his own invention, upon 
which he has been at work four months. 
The boat is seventeen feet long and 
four and a half feet wide. It 
has large air chambers at either end 


and a 800-pound weight attached to the bot- 
tom. The boat weighs 900 unds. Percy 
took his boat tothe Maid of the Mist landing, 
on the American shore, and went down the 
ath at 8:15 o’clock and changed his cloth- 
ng. Five minutes later he crept into the 
boat and swung off towards the Cana- 
dian shore. In a few minutes he was in the 
first rapids. The voyage occupied about four 
minutes and was a rou one. @ boat 
haved well, and though frequently out of sight 
and full of water, it quickly righted. Several 
times it turned around, but it never rolled 
over. Asit neared the whirl 1, just below 
the upper end of the Deveaux Oollege ground, 
it drifted very close to the American shore in 
almost still water. Percy thinking 
he had through the  whirl- 
pool, opened the door 
bis head. It was quickly withdrawn, for he 
wus just entering the maelstrom, and a mo- 
ment afterwards the craft was out of sight. 
The boat passed directly across the whiripool, 
and as it reached the Canadian shore Percy 
came out and took the oars and pulled upjto the 
front of Colt’s elevator, reaching the bank at 
8:55 o’clock.

COAL FIRMS. 


Robert Hare Powell & Co. and Robert Hare 
Powell, Sons & Co. Make an Assignment— 
The Failure Due to Indorsement of Paper 
for Charles E. Pennock, the Suspended 
Iron-Plate Manufacturer — Liabilities 
$1,500,000 and Assets Over $4,000,000. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 80.—This morn- 
ing the announcement was made that Robert 
Hare Powell & Co. and Robert Hare Powell, 
Sons & Co., the great coal mining firms 
of No. 419 Walnut street, had failed, and the 
street was necessarily startied. The 
failure was admitted by Mr. John OC. 
Bradiey, who is the manager and a partner 
in both firms. He states that the failure was 
the result of the suspension of Charles E. Pen- 
nock of Coatesville, the extensive ‘ron- 
plate merchant whose paper bore the 
indorsement of both the firms, Robert 
Hare Powell & Co., and the junior one of 
Robert Hare Powell, Sons & Co. The liabilities 
he placed at $1,500,000, which is assumed 
to be the aggregate amount for which they be- 
came the endorsers of Pennock’s notes that 
were protested yesterday; while the 
assets, consisting oof vast tracts of 
valuable coal lands and appurtenances, are 
fixed at 4,000, 000. The Guarantee Trust Com- 
pany hes been made assignees, and Mr. Brad - 
ley was at 1 o’clock in consultation with Presli- 
dent Cochrane of that institution.

It was generally believed that the assets of 
the two firms are far above their liabilitied; 
and that the course adopted of 
assigning the estate was the wisest 
to meet all legitimate claims and prevent sac- 
rifices.

We have 
done what we are satisfied is best for our 
creditors, who are few, numerically, but 
whom we owe large amounts. Our ass-ts are 
much more than sufficient to meet our 
liabilities, as may be seen by our circular. We

BIG TAX-DODGERS, 


Present Status of the Cases Against Natienal 
Banks of Washington, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 80.—The dis- 
patches published in the Posr- Dreraron 
during the past few days in regard to the 
national banks here escaping all local taxa- 
tion have created considerable interest in 
financial circles. Itisasource of much sur- 
prise that the attorney of the District of 
Columbia has been able to institute a suit on

The commissioners who preceded the 
resent incumbents would have undoubtedly 
een reappointed ifthey had not insisted on 
having the taxes dus by the national banks 
laced in the assessment books, even though 
he cullection of such taxes was defeated, as 
heretofore explained. 


Prof. Baird’s Successor. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 30.—The Prest- 
dent to-day appointed Prof. G. Brown Goode, 
Assistant Director of the National Museum, to 
be Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, 
vice Prof. 8. F. Baird, deceased, 
Judge McCue, Solicitor of the Treas- 
ury, who was first tendered the office, 
declined it because of his lack of scientific 
knowledge. The office was also tendered to 
Gov.

CLEVELAND AND HILL. 


The New York Sun Indignant Over an Al- 
leged Combination. 


New Tonk, August 29.—The Sun of this 
morning contains this double-leaded editorial: 
„Has this occurred to the political prophets 
who have been figuring lately with such satis- 
faction on nominating, in 1888, Grover 
Cleveland for President and David Bennet Hill 
for Governor of New York, Hill’s strength being 
relied on to counteract Cleveland’s weakness?

the Gubernatorial canvass through the 
manipulations of the Federal power. The last 
time a candidate for Governor of New York 
Was nominated by the Administration at 
Washington, he was defeated by a majority of 
nearly 200,000. The natural relation of Gov. 
Hill toward the Democracy to-day is that of a 

owerful candidate forthe Presidential nom- 
nation. He has twiee been Governor of New 
York. After his successful administrations 
the residency would be his legitimate am- 
dition. But if by the weight of the Admin- 
istration he is to be made to 
Serve as a mere pillar to restore the enfeebled 
strength of the Democratic party for the bene- 
fit of Mr. Cleveland, his present political dis- 
tinction will be entirely subordinated to his 
character as the Administration candidate. A 
little reflection upon this proposed combina- 
tion from the pointof view here indicated,may 
make ita little less lovelyfor the Democrats 
in Washington who wish to ride over the 
Democrats in New York.’’

THE FISH COMMISSION. 


President Cleveland Desires an Investiga- 
tion of Its Finances. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-DIspatcr:. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 29.—The report 
was current here yesterday that the President 
had indicated toJudge McCue his desire that 
the finances of the Fish Commission should be 
subjected to a rigorous investigation at as early 
a date as possible. An official, well 
informed as to the affairs of the commission, 
said to the POST-DISPATCH correspondent: 


The Fish Commission has been under fire 
for the past two years, and there has been 
more or less reason for the attacks made upon 
it. Prof. Baird wastoo deeply engrossed in 
the scientific investigations which he pursued 
with such success to devote much time to the 
practical business details of the Bureau. I am 
confident that an investigation would 
develop the fact that very loose 
methods bave prevailed with regard to the 
andministration of the finances of the commis- 
sion and the application of the several funds 
which make up the annual appropriation. 
With regard to the appointment of Judge 
McCue I do not see how the Senate can possi- 
bly contirm him. The law authorizing the ap- 
pointment is very explicit in deciaring that 
the incumbent be a scientist with approved 
practical and scientific knowledge of the 
fishes of the coast. Judge McCue may be able 
to distinguish between a cod and a flounder, 
but think that is the extent of his knowl- 
edge on the subject.’’

a fistulous senous (fistula in ano) that might 
prove an unpleasant complication.
